FOREWORD 


All the regulations governing the inspection of merchant vessels are contained in Chapter I, 
Title 46 (Shipping) of the Code of Federal Regulations (46 CFR) and are applicable to certain 
merchant Bena which are subject to Title 52 of the Revised Statutes (secs. 4399-4500) and acts 
amendatory thereof or supplementary thereto. 

The regulations in this pamphlet, “Rules and Re milations for Cargo and Miscellaneous Vessels,” 
CG-257, are copied from Subchapter I (Cargo and Miscellaneous Vessels) of Chapter I of Title 46 
CFR, and specific application is set forth in detail throughout the text. These regulations and all 
changes thereto have been published in various daily issues of the Federal Register prior to January 3, 
1966. This pamphlet replaces the prior edition of September 1, 1964, and contains requirements cur- 
rently in effect. 

tn applying these regulations to merchant vessels certain factors have to be considered, amon 
which are the size of the vessel, the service in which the vessel is engaged, and the waters upon which 
the vessel is operated. In this regard, shipowners, operators, builders, vessels’ operating personnel and 
other persons affected by the navigation and vessel inspection laws should tipuiiasice themselves with 
the regulations contained in this pamphlet. To this end, Coast Guard personnel concerned with the 
administration and enforcement of these laws, namely, the Coast Guard District Commander, and the 
Officer in Charge, Marine Inspection, who have jurisdiction over Coast Guard inspection activities in 
the — area of the port in which he is situated, will extend, upon request, every ossible assistance.

materiel inspection of merchant vessels are also reprinted in separate pamphlets.

SCOLUM3IA®, on March 24, 1964 end subsequent dates, while she lay on 
érycock at the Norfolk Shipbuilding ane Drydock Corporation, Norfolk, 
Virginisg and subsequently while she lay afloat at a loading berth 
for the purpose of ve echo. Annual Drydock Repairs, Classification 
Anmual Boiler and Machinery Repairs, various Owners’ repairs, and 
report as follows! -< 


The repairs were carried out a8 per Specifications and work 
orcerss however, the following comments sre considered of interest 
as they are not readily noticeable in the Specifications. 


1, ERYCOCKING : 
Vessel cntered dry dock at 0600 hours, on March 25, 1964, 
Vessel off cock at 0930 hours on Aprii 4, 1966. 


Drydock charges consister of one haul cay plus nine (9) ley cays. 
These charges are covered in the ineurance caxege survey. 


For the purposes of insurance, Owners® work, if cone alone, would 
have required one (1) haul day on drydock. 


A) Euccer 


The rudder was noted in good concition. The top pintle was 
renewed complete, togethar with the top anc bottom micarta 
bushings. the rudcer was tested, one crack repaired and 
proven tight. The above was efrectec relative to a grouncing 
duzage and for complete details, please refer to our 

poport No. 1352, dated June 4, 1964. 


B) Skeg 
The lower section ef the stern frame or the skeg was found

The Atorican @ursau of 
Shiscing was consultec to ascertain {7 they had any recosmended 
proposals. It was estadlished that Classification did not have 
any recomendations. In conjunction with the pats (ete anc the 
uncersigned, the following changes were proposec in order to 
strengthen the sxcg in tho area of failure amd at the sane tice not 
to cause excessive stress in another area. These changes were 
avoroved by the U.S. Cozst Guard and the American Bureau cf 
Shipping. 


In order to add stroncth ev! minimize transverse moveront in way
